NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


Hurricane Hilda — her winds 
increased to 100 miles-an-hour 
—churned through the Gulf of 
Mexico early today with coastal 
Louisiana as her probable tar- 
get. 


The New Orleans Weather Bu- 


reau's early morning advisory 
said Hilda's eye was 370 miles 
south of New Orleans — 
or 


about 20 miles from the nearest 
land. 


The hurricane continued to 


move to the northwest but the 
advisory said it would veer to- 
ward the north and increase in 
size and intensity. 


It was still too far offshore 


for the Weather Bureau to haz- 
ard a guess as to when and 
where it might move inland. 


Residents of low-lying coastal 


areas, remembering killer hur- 
ricanes of the past, scurried in- 
land of high ground. 


The latest advisory said Hil- 


da had increased her 
punch 


from 90 to 100 m.p.h. Gales ex- 
tended outward from the eye— 
the calm center of the storm 
which spawns violent winds in 
a counter-clockwise direction— 
140 miles to the north and the 
east. 


Red Cross and civil defense 


agencies mobilized quickly for 
Hilda. Evacuation centers were 
established in inland areas and 
began receiving residents of the 
low-lying sections. 


Hilda was the first Gulf hurri- 


cane of the season and the fifth 
of the year. The others have 
churned through the Atlantic. 
Three tropical storms did not 
reach hurricane intensity. 


The 
billion-dollar Louisiana 


offshore 
oil operations were 


shut down late Wednesday and 
crews and personnel were taken 
ashore. 


Many residents of Cameron 


Parish, the coastal area in 
southwest 
Louisiana 
where 


more than 500 lives were lost in 
1957 
when Hurricane Audrey 


struck, moved inland. 


Evacuation at Cameron was 


hampered by the loss of a pon- 
toon bridge across the Inter- 
coastal Waterway. The bridge, 
knocked out by a towboat in 
August, has been temporarily 
replaced by a ferry. 


Authorities were attempting 


to borrow a pontoon bridge from 
the Army at Ft. Polk, La.

fighters were killed early May 
when they were buried under 
tons of brick and mortar from 
a wall that collapsed as they 
fought a blaze in a vacant buiUJ.

fire fighters since 1942 when 
six were killed.

John Clougherty, 31, son of act- 
ing Fire Chief John Clougherty, 
who was directing 200 fire fight- 
ers at the scene and saw the 
men killed. 


"My God!" he exclaimed in

The second wall partly buried

Oswald Yfry 
Much Like 
Wild Russian

WASHINGTON (A>) - Sergi 


Nechayev was the wildest of the 
wild Russian revolutionists of 
the 19th century. He was ruth* 
less and he had a simple philo- 
sophy: assassination.

He was a liar. He used ficti- 


tious names. He was a killer. 
And he so badly wantud recog- 
nition as a hero, leader and 
martyr, all at th-i same time, 
that he cooked up 
fantasies 


shout himself. 
.' 


Lee Harvey Oswald was the 


same and did the same. Ne- 
chayev, like 
Oswald; had a 


bleak childhood. Both had half' 
baked intellects. 


This is an example of how far 


out Nechayev was: when he 
escaped the czarist police .and 
went to Switzerland, he repre- 
sented himself as an agent of an 
organization which didn't exist. 


Then, returning 
to Russia 


under an assumed name, he 
represented himself as a disci- 
ple of Sergei Nechayev who, he 
said, had died in a czarist pris- 
an, tortured 
to death for the 


revolution. 


Lenin seems to have learned 


some lessons from Nechayev, if 
only in ruthlessness. Perhaps 
Oswald did, too, if he ever read 
Nechayev's life although at this 
moment it can't be said hie ever 
heard of the nutty Russian. 


The 
Warren 
Commission, 


which 
investigated 
Oswald's 


assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy, in the first of its 
many-volume report on the 
tragedy paid scant attention to 
the books Oswald read, books 
which may have influenced him. 


It will give more details in 


some of 
the subsequent vol- 


umes, some or all of which may 
be released this month. It could 
never hope to list all the books 
he ever read, if only because he 
didn't keep records and was 
secretive. 


And just because he was se- 


cretive, communicating little to 
anyone, it's doubtful the com- 
mission could ever hope to pin- 
point many, if any, influences 
on Oswald from his reading.. He 
probably didn't know himself. 


There is no life of Nechayev 


listed among the books Oswald 
borrowed from the New Orleans 
library, when he lived in that 
city. There is no public record 
avaiable on what books he read 
in Dallas. 


He was quoted as saying he 


read about communism from 
the time he was 15 years old 
although when asked at 20 to 
name some of his Communist 
reading he could mention only 
one: "Das Kapital" by Karl 
Marx. 
,

He could easily have read the 


Nechayev story, though, in a 
couple of paperback books: one, 
"To the Finland Station," by 
Edmund Wilson; and the other, 
"Apostles of Revolution," 
by 


Max Nomad. 
" . 


He must have had assassina- 


tion on his mind for some time 
before he shot the President, for 
on April 10, 1963, he tried to kill 
former Maj. Gen. Edwin A. 
Walker with a rifle and a few 
days later went to New Orleans 


He stayed there until Septem- 


ber, borrowing from the library 
while he was there a book on 
the assassination of Sen. HUey 
Long in 1935. Two months later 
he shot the President. 


He also borrowed "Portrait of 


a President" by W. R. Man- 
chester, which begins with Carl 
Sandburg's 
brooding 
thoughts 


on Lincoln's assassination, plus 
a book on the Chinese commu 
nist leader, Mao Tze-tung. 


Since the Warren Commission 


ruled out the idea of conspiracy 
in the Kennedy assassination — 
and Oswald was a toner from 
childhood — it is a reasonable 
guess that his ideas must have 
stemmed far more from books 
than conversation. 


But this speculation on what 


Dswald read, and what may 
have influenced him, is testimo- 
ny to one thing, that try as it 
would, and it tried for 10 months 
to put the pieces together, the 
Warren Commission, at least in 
its 
first volume, was able to 


collect only tiny fragments of 
what Oswald said and thought. 


This is why the seven-man 


commission could do no better 
than guess at Oswald's reason 
for killing the President. Per- 
haps in the years ahead more 
pieces will be added by people 
who at one time or another 
talked to him. 


But as this happens, and time 


passes, myths will grow around 
the grubby little man who want- 
ed to make a big noise in the 
world but gave up early and 
finally decided the only way he 
could do it was with a gun.

From this platform, Mao and 


associates launched their ambi- 
tious program for an industrial 
"Great Leap Forward." To prop

communes, 


herding the nation's 500 million 
peasants into thousands of com- 
munities centrally 
controlled 


and administered. 


Natural disasters, Communist 
neptitude and Soviet sabotage 
delivered crippling blows to ail 
these plans. 


The communes have been 


reduced to decentralized units. 


Militarily, Mao possesses an 
irmy of considerable strength 
but, the experts say, of limited 
capability. Thanks to the Chi- 
nese leader's quarrel with Pre- 
mier Khrushchev, it lacks a 
nuclear punch. His air force is 
small, his navy,modest. 


Travelers report the Chinese 


are better fed, than they have 
been since 1961, when floods, 
typhoons, drought and locusts 
coupled with the withdrawal of 
Soviet aid, left the .country 
starving in some places and 
generally prostrate. 


Stalin's advice to the Chinese 


to put away their guns came at 
the close of World War II after 
he had handed them Shanhaik- 
wan, 
gateway to the rich in- 


dustrial region of Manchuria. 
Stalin's contemptuous estimate 
of their future prospects .was 
made after Mao's forces had 
been defeated there by Chiang. 


Stalin is long dead and long 


forgiven. But Khrushchev is 
something else again. Neither 
time nor circumstances 
are 


likely to mellow him in the Chi- 
nese memory. 


The Chinese accuse him. o 


hitting below the belt with can- 
cellation of a promise to deliver 
an atom bomb to Peking in 1959 
They complain about the with 
drawal of Soviet aid, experts 
and blueprints in 1960 and the 
signing of a nuclear test-bai 
treaty in 1963 aimed, the Chi- 
nese contend, at depriving them 
of the chance to build an atom 
bomb of their own. 


Until recently, no one knew in 
letail 
how seriously 
Khru- 


hchev's quarrel with Mao had 
hurt the Chinese in the early 
960s. On Aug. 5, 1963, the State 
Department released 29 issues 
of a secret Red Chinese military 
publication which gave a partial 
answer. It is full of reports of 
>easant rebellion, hunger, star- 
vation and disarray in the civil- 
an population, depressed mor- 
ale in the army, resentment .and

Beautiful Hawai icould appear 
to have nothing in common with 
the desolate barenese of the 
moon. 


Yet there is a big similarity, 


say Manned Spacecraft Center 
scientists after a close study of 
the recent Ranger 7. photos. 


Uel S. Clanton, space center 


geologist and one of a team of 
moon experts studying Ranger's 
remarkable pictures 
of the 


moon, said the photos reveal a 
string of shield volcanoes which 
are readily distinguishable 
by 


their 
low-angle, 
cone-shaped 
craters. 


Hawaii is one of two places on 


earth 
with shield volcanoes, 


Clanton said. Greenland is the 
other. 


For this reason, Clanton said 


geology field trips to Hawaii by 
the nation's 29 astronauts would 
be made soon. 


Hawaii's famous Mauna Loa is 


a shield volcano, Clanton said.

the surface of the moon would 
expand and explode and that is 
a volcanic eruption," Clanton 
said. "There is no heat associat 
ed with the explosion."

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Says Treasury 
Nothing But 
a Big Bank

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - "It's 


just 
a hank," says Arkansas 


Treasurer Nancy Hall. "It's just 
the state's big bank." 


Thai's (ho wny the gracious 


custodian of the state's 
cash 


describes her department. She 
is unopposed in her bid for a 
second term. 


Mrs. 
Hall acknowledges that 


most people haven't the vaguest 
idea of what she does, or what 
Die 24 people who help run the 
treasurer's office do. 


"Even with all my years in 


state government," she'said, "I 
tlidn't know much about the 
treasury before I came 
over 
here." 


Mrs. Hall was assistant secre- 


tary of slate, working for her 
late husband, C. G. (Crip) Hall, 
for 24 years until his death in 
1961. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus appoint- 


ed Mrs. Hall to fill out her hus- 
band's 13th term,'to which he 
had just been inaugurated when 
he died. 


But she was not eligible under 


law to succeed herself, so she 
ran for state treasurer—against 
a man — and carried all 75 coun-

ties in the 1962 Democratic pri- 
mary. 


Mrs. Hall says her most diffi- 


cult job as treasure has been 
administrating 19G3 legislative 
acts to use surplus money for 
construction, highways and add- 
ed slate services. 


"It's 
a 
matter 
of 
daily 


j balances," she said. "We don't 
know what money we're going 
to get in — federal and state— 
and we have to keep money on 
hand to take care of warrants 
when they come in. 


"We keep daily balances just 


like they do in a bank." 


The treasury pays warrants 


from the different departments 
of slate government presented 
by banks which hold clearing 
accounts. The Little Rock banks 
clear checks from banks out in 
the state, then turn the wararnts 
over to the treasury. 


Mrs. Hall handles much of this 


work herself. "I handle checks, 
balances and withdrawals every 
day," she said. "I check the 
clearing accounts. My duties are 
to make deposits with them 
daily."- 


Mrs. Hall also handles a lot 


of her own correspondence. "I 
got used to it in my days as a 
secretary," she said. 


She considers her job every 


difficult "because of the great 
deal of responsibility.'1 


"You handle so many millions 


of dollars, you feel like you have 
to be very careful," she said. 


Mrs. Hall is the first woman 


elected to constitutional office in 
Arkansas. She thinks a woman 


can run the treasury as well as 
or better than a man. 


"Statsitics 
h a v e 
proved 


women can handle money better 
than men," she said. "I handled 
the finances in my own family. 
My husband turned them over 
to me." She said the men who 
work in her department do npt 
resent working for a woman. 


And she believes the office of 


state treasurer 
should remain 


elective rather than appointive^ 
"This way the people have a 
choice of who is to serve theni)" 
she said. 


Mrs. Hall does npt particularly 


like making political speeches, 
but she does like to meet people. 
"I had charge of my husband's 
campaign headquarters all those 
years and I got to like working 
with people (politically)," s h e 
said. "I went to the campaign 
rallies before this summer's pri- 
friary even though I didn't have 
opposition, just because I en- 
joyed it." 


She says she gets along well 


with Faubus. "When I first knew 
him back under a former gover- 
nor, I called him Orval," she 
said. "But after 
he became 


governor, out of respect for the 
office, I call him governor." 


Her only child, a daughter, is 


married to R. Robert Bailey, 
son of former Gov. Carl E. Bai- 
ley. They have two children. 


Mrs. Hall also .is a member 


of the Board of Fiscal Control, 
the Employes Retirement Board, 
the Highway Retirement Board, 
the Teacher Retirement Board, 
and the state Board of Election
